The Big Pro blem Is Still The Ro a d Itself 


At the Summer approaches, the 
serious national death prob lem also 
approaches. 
In 1050, there were 35.000 deaths 
and 1,200.000 injuries on our roads. 
In 1951, ab out 37.500 were killed 
on our roads. It is estimated 40,- 
000 will b e killed in 1952. 
In a comparatively similar per­ 
iod. ab out 20,000 Americans were 
killed at war in Korea. 
It is easy to attrib ute these fa­ 
talities to human error, drunken 
driving, hot rods and excessive 
ownership of cars. More than 52,- 
000,000 cars are now registered, 
which amounts to more than one 
car for each family. And as one 
rides the roads, it is astonishing 
how many drivers are inadeq uate­ 
ly adjusted to handle a machine 
that can cause death.

One Thing Settled 
Of th« two issues in the deadlock b etween 
the steel union and management, one was set­ 
tled b y the U.S. Supreme Court’s ruling that 
the steel industry cannot b e seized b y the Presi­ 
dent of the United States to force a settlement 
agreeab le to the union. 
That* road to dictatorship has b een b locked 
b y the courta—first b y Federal Judge Pine, now 
b y six of the m emb ers of the nine-memb er Su­ 
prem e Court. The 
President of the 
United 
States has no inherent power to b ehave like a 
despot if the whim strikes him. 
The other issue—whether or not the steel 
union can call and maintain a prolonged strike 
which eventually would jeopardize national de­ 
fense—is stm unsettled. There are two ways 
to settle it. 
The first is spelled out in the majority rul­ 
ing of the Supreme Court: "This is a job 
for 
the nation’s lawm akers . . . *‘ 
The nation's lawmakers, however, are unlike­ 
ly to go any further than they went in the Taft- 
Hartley act, which does not b ar a strike. It 
merely calls for a long cooling off period b e­ 
tween the tim e a strike Is called and the date 
on which it can b ecome effecUve, provided the 
government intervenes as a mediator. 
There is no way to keep a union from going 
on strike if its leaders think a .strike would b e 
good strategy. Government seizure, itself, is no 
guarantee against a strike. 
Nevertheless, there now will b e a great hue 
and cry In Washington to pass some kind of 
a law to shorten the steel strike, though how 
ex post facto law could do this is a mystery. 
Trum an, who has chosen not to enforce the 
Taft-Hartley act b ecause the unions don’t like 
H, might not enforce another law designed to 
do the sam e thing. And no law Congress would 
pass would b ar a strike, short of government 
seizure, which now has a b lack eye with b oth 
the unions and management. Even the poli­ 
ticians now have fried their fingers on this red- 
hot issue. 
But there is another way to settle the steel 
dispute. Since Congress has let the Supreme 
Court’s long-delayed ruling precipitate a fresh 
crisis, it m ay b e too late to rush to the law­ 
m akers, medicine chest. 
There can b e a showdown on whether or not 
the time is here to lub situte collective b argain­ 
ing b etween the government on one side and 
unions and m anagem ent on the other. 
It is well to rem em b er that the steel compan­ 
ies, too. have b een b argaining with the govern­ 
ment. Their term s have b een very definite 


RECENTLY, I saw a car on a 
crowded highway weaving through 
traffic as though the minutes saved 
were really important. Three or 
four miles later we came upon a |

smash-up.

aleck had done his Sunday’s work. 
But that is not the whole story. ^ 
Few roads were b uilt for the heavy 
volume of traffic they now have to 
carry on Sundays and holidays. 
Roads out of b ig cities are unab le 
to handle the b umper-to-b umper 
traffic of the rush hours. 
Roads cost money. And even 
where special gasoline taxes have 
b een levied to b uild new roads, 
extend 
and 
maintain 
existing 
roads, the politicians have a way of 
diverting the money to other uses. 
Again, the fact that a road is 
once b uilt does not mean the end 
of the cost to the taxpayer. It is. 
In fact, only the b eginning of an 
expensive civic operation. 
Complicating this prob lem is the 
increasing concentration of popu­ 
lation in and around b ig cities. 
Road b uilding has not kept up with 
the shifting population. 


Ab out 2.000.000 b oys and girls 
reach driving age each year and 
most of them already have had 
their hands on a wheel. The courses 
in driving now b eing given in some 
high schools have proved a great 
value, if in nothing else than to 
discourage reckless discourtesy on 
the road. 
Booklets, 
advertisements, 
b ill­ 
b oards and other devices are b e­ 
ing used to encourage sane driv­ 
ing. But it would seem that the 
prob lem is still the road itself. The 
outmoded highway is a m e n a^. 
jusVai doub le parking in the cities 
is a menace to human safety. 
The real cure apparently lies in 
articulated systems of highways, 
wide enough to b ear the b runt of 
modern transportation, with sepa­ 
ration to protect each lane of traf­ 
fic. 
That will not safeguard the good 
driver, or the one-armed driver 
whose girl sits too close to him 
and yaps all the time. But im- 
t proved, wide roads will help. 


THUS, WE have a prob lem which 
cannot b e neglected as long as the 
loss of life each Summer is so 
great. The Fourth of July and La­ 
b or Day have b ecome days of trag­ 
edy and the b ig story on the morn­ 
ing after is always of the toll of 
life on the road. 
Efforts are b eing made b y var­ 
ious associations to train drivers. 
The program for high school driv­ 
er education is a valuab le contri­ 
b ution. 
_____ 


MANY OBJECT to the increased 
numb er of toll stations on the 
roads. Yet. the general evidence is 
that tolls provide the b est way of 
financing new and expanding road 
projects. On the.b asis of toll-collect­ 
ing experience, it is possib le to 
make loans or Issue b onds guaran­ 
teed b y the road itself. 
It is even possib le to take the 
load off taxes altogether. Some toll 
roads are so profitab le that they 
provide surplus funds for other pro­ 
jects. The toll road may solve the 
prob lem of providing funds for 
needed highways. 
This much is certain—our roads 
are fast b ecoming so congested, at 
specific hours of the day and dur­ 
ing certain holiday seasons, that 
I they defeat the purpose for which 
they exist. Bumper-to-b umper driv­ 
ing is not rapid transit. It is not 
good for the nerves of the driver. 
It increases the numb er of acci­ 
dents. 
^ 
This is the time of the year to 
think on this sub ject, b ecause the 
peaks of accidents are July 4 and 
Lab or Day. 
, 
One group working on this prob ­ 
lem is the Inter-Industry Highway 
Safety Committee, consisting of au­ 
tomob ile manufacturers. Other or­ 
ganizations, such as the A.A.A., 
work from different standpoints.

One Thing Settled 
Of the two issues in the deadlock between 
the steel union and m anagem ent, one was set­ 
tled by the U S. Supreme Court s ruling that 
the steel industry cannot be seized by the Presi­ 
dent of the United States to force a settlem ent 
agreeable to the union. 
That* road to dictatorship has been blocked 
by the court*—first by Federal Judge Pine, now 
by six of the m em bers of the nine-member Su­ 
prem e Court.

The Big Problem Is Still The Road Itself 


Harry's Secret Weapon 


As the Sum mer approaches, the 
serious national death problem also 
approaches. 
In 1950. there were 35.000 deaths 
and 1,200.000 injuries on our roads. 
In 1951, about 37.500 were killed 
on our roads. It is estim ated 40 - 
000 will be killed in 1952. 
In a com paratively sim ilar per­ 
iod. about 20,000 Americans were 
killed at war in Korea. 
It is easy to attribute these fa­ 
talities to human error, drunken 
driving, hot rods and excessive 
ownership of cars. More than 52,- 
000.000 cars are now registered, 
which amounts to more than one 
car for each family. And as one 
rides the roads, it is astonishing 
how m any drivers are inadequate­ 
ly adjusted to handle a machine 
that can cause death. 


RECENTLY. I saw a car on a 
crowded highway weaving through 
traffic as though the m inutes saved 
were really important. Three or 
four miles later we cam e upon a 
three-car 
smash-up. 
The 
sm art 
sleek had done his Sunday's work. 
But that is not the whole story. 
Few roads were built for the heavy 
volume of traffic they now have to 
carry on Sundays and holidays. 
Roads out of big cities are unable 
to handle the bumper-to-bumper 
traffic of the rush hours. 
Roads cost money. And even 
wrhere special gasoline taxes have 
been levied to build new roads, 
extend 
and 
m aintain 
existing 
roads, the politicians have a way of 
diverting the money to other uses. 
Again, the fact that a road is 
once built does not mean the end 
of the cost to the taxpayer. It is, 
in fact, only the beginning of an 
expensive civic operation. 
Complicating this problem is the 
increasing concentration of popu­ 
lation in and around big cities. 
Road building has not kept up with 
the shifting population. 


THUS, WE have a problem which 
cannot be neglected as long as the 
loss of life each Sum mer is so 
great. The Fourth of July and La­ 
bor Day have become days of trag ­ 
edy and the big story on the m orn­ 
ing after is always of the toll of 
life on the road. 
Efforts are being made by var­ 
ious associations to train drivers. 
The program for high school driv­ 
er education is a valuable contri­ 
bution. 


About 2.000.000 boys and girls 
reach driving age each year and 
most of them already have had 
their hands on a wheel. The courses 
in driving now being given in some 
high schools have proved a great 
value, if in nothing else than to 
discourage reckless discourtesy on 
the road. 
Booklets, 
advertisem ents, 
bill­ 
boards and other devices are be­ 
ing used to encourage sane driv­ 
ing. But it would seem that the 
problem is still the road itself. The 
outmoded highway is a menace, 
jusV$s double parking in the cities 
is a m enace to human safety. 
The real cure apparently lies in 
articulated system s of highways. 
wide enough to bear the brunt of 
modern transportation, with sepa­ 
ration to protect each lane of traf­ 
fic. 
That will not safeguard the good 
driver, or the one-armed driver 
whose girl sits too close to him 
and yaps all the time. But im ­ 
proved. wide roads will help. 


MANY OBJECT to the increased 
num ber of toll stations on the 
roads Yet. the general evidence is 
that tolls provide the best way of 
financing new and expanding road 
projects. On the basis of toll-collect­ 
ing experience, it is possible to 
make loans or Issue bonds guaran­ 
teed by the road itself. 
It is even possible to take the 
load off taxes altogether. Some toll 
roads are so profitable that they 
provide surplus funds for other pro­ 
jects The toll road m ay solve the 
problem of providing funds for 
needed highways. 
This much is certain—our roads 
are fast becoming so congested, at 
specific hours of the day and dur­ 
ing certain holiday seasons, that 
they defeat the purpose for which 
they exist. Bumper-to-bumper driv­ 
ing is not rapid transit. It is not 
good for the nerves of the driver. 
It increases the num ber of acci­ 
dents. 
This is the time of the year to 
think on this subject, because the 
peaks of accidents are July 4 and 
Labor Day. 
One group working on this prob­ 
lem is the Inter-Industry Highway 
Safety Committee, consisting of au­ 
tomobile m anufacturers. Other or­ 
ganizations, such as the A.A.A., 
work from different standpoints. 
But it rem ains a citizen's problem.

It was in IMS that radio came 
in for the most sustained and vio­ 
lent barrage of criticism in its 25- 
year history from newspapers, 
magazines and the Federal Com­ 
munications Commission. 
That was the year of the famed 
FCC Blue Book which reported 
shocking differences between the 
promises made to the people when 
the broadcaster got his license and 
his actual performance. 
That same year Life wailed that

The failings weren’t new or 
any more conspicuous than they 
ever were. It was just that sud­ 
denly everybody began to notice 
them at once. 


I BRING IT all up now because 
it’s just possible that 1952 might 
be the year for television to get 
its lumps. There are some omi­ 
nous indications, not the least of 
which was a poll taken of some 
of the 250 members of the National 
Institute of Arts and Letters by a 
little magazine called Academy. 
The answers were instructive and 
not a little alarming. Not a single 
reply could be construe® remotely 
as enthusiasm. The least damag­ 
ing comments were confessions of 
indifference or ignorance. 
The remarks ranged in tone from 
Robert E. Sherwood’s succinct and 
cryptic: "All I can say In one 
paragraph on the enormous sub­ 
ject of television is that I am 
crazy about ’Kukla, Fran and Ol- 


ness gaping at tomfoolery on a 
glittering screen, is horrible to me. 
But I have no doubt it is on its 
way to include jmost of the popu­ 
lation. 
“Owners of TV sets need neither 
brains nor intelligence such as the 
animals have. Their eyes in the 
course of time will become like 
those enormous eyes of deep sea 
fishes, glaring at nothing most of 
the time, since there is no light. 
There will no longer be any need 
of thought.” 
These pungent observations are 
all a little intemperate, reflecting 
the thorny individuality of the writ­ 
ers rather than the actual situa­ 
tion. 
Still, ifs depressing to note that 
not a single member of this august 
body has a kind word to say about 
television. It’s a small group, the 
National Institute of Arts and Let­ 
ters, but an enormously influential 
one.
